1 . The corrected drawing received on 6/1 8/2008 is acceptable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is agreed that the 
prior art of record fail to teach or suggest alone or in combination, the limitations: "varying (i) 
the average current intensity (Iav) as a function of the set duty cycle and (ii) the electrical output 
power as a function of the set duty cycle and a predefined relationship between duty cycle and 
power setting stored in a memory for a given color temperature range in order to vary the color 
temperature of the lamp" as claimed in claim 1; and "the control means further for controlling 
the current generating means and the commutating means for varying (i) the average current 
intensity (Iav) as a function of the set duty cycle and (ii) the electrical output power as a function 
of the set duty cycle and a predefined relationship between duty cycle and power setting for a 
given color temperature range in order to vary the color temperature of the lamp" as claimed in 
claims 1 1 and 19. It is for this reason in combination with all the other limitations in the 
independent claims 1,11 and 19, that claims 1-20 are allowable over prior art of record.
